The last nam ed officer has 
performed a great deal of field duty in 
the Territory. 
John Sm ith, of Camp McDowell, 
Maricopa county, inform s us, by let­ 
ter, th a t a party of prospectors had 
just discovered w hat they said was a 
very rich silver mine, th irty miles to 
the southwest of Saca ton station, on 
the Gila. He bad sent out a practical 
m iner to look at (lie mines. 
W e hope th at the tim e is not far 
distant when the G overnm ent will 
have to pay citizens for property stolen 
and destroyed by m arauding Indians, 
as by such thieves thousands of fron­ 
tier people have been ruined and other 
thousands crippled and bound to pov­ 
erty for m any years. 
Chas. Pletz, assayer of Cerbnt, in 
this Territory, is alm ost positive th at 
he lias discovered a great secret—one 
that will enable him to separate silver 
from lead and other base m etals with 
much greater ease and rapidity than 
the work lias ever before been accom­ 
plished.

THE STATE LEGISLATURE. 


It is the custom with journals of this 
State to either denounce or ridicule 
the Legislature soon after adjourn­ 
ment. It is a custom which legisla­ 
tors and perhaps the people would 
honor more in the breach than observ­ 
ance. Ten days have passed since the 
close of the session, and still our ex­ 
changes contain adverse or ludicrous 
comments on the assembled wisdom 
of the State—the delegates of the peo­ 
ple. The idea also prevails to some 
extent that a California Legislature is 
just the worst Legislature that ever 
enacted bad laws for a consideration of 
ten dollars per day and perquisites. We 
doubt the soundness of this notion, 
and venture the opinion that the Sen­ 
ate and Assembly of our State, as they 
average from term to term, will com­ 
pare favorably w ith those of other 
States of the Union. It is true that 
the Legislatuie just adjourned passed 
but few good laws, but it is also true 
that its bad acts were not numerous. 
Its political composition was an effect­ 
ual bar against extremes either way. 
It was composed of three distinct and 
almost equally strong organizations. 
Neither possessed a controlling influ­ 
ence of itself and no one faction could 
combine with another against the 
third. In this fact we must find the 
cause for the defeat of many good bills, 
but the poison furnished its own anti­ 
dote, and the fangs of many young 
vipers were drawn with the same pair 
of forceps. 


NARROW GAUGE RAILROADS. 


If a majority of the narrow gauge 
railroads now under contemplation or 
in course of construction in this State 
are completed, the question as to the 
practicability of that class of road will 
soon be solved. A portion of the Be­ 
nicia narrow gauge is already graded 
and the company announce their in­ 
tention to resume the work at an early 
day. The proposed narrow gauge to 
traverse the San Joaquin Valley and 
connect Stockton and Visalia, is a 
work of some magnitude, and at this 
tim e the prospect for an early com­ 
mencement is not very encouragiug. 
The indications are that the Stockton 
and lone narrow gauge will be built 
and in operation within the next 
twelve months. The people of Nevada 
county are taking active measures for 
connecting Grass Valley by narrow 
gauge with the Central Pacific at Col­ 
fax. The company is already organ­ 
ized and a sufficient amount subscrib­ 
ed to insure the building of the road. 
The construction of two narrow gauge 
roads out of this city is contemplated 
—one to Shoo Fly Bay and the other 
to Cerro Gordo and Independence, in 
Inyo county. The building of both 
these roads and of several 
others 
named, is but a question of time, and 
of no great length of time either. The 
interests of the country demand rail­ 
roads, and popular opinion favors the 
narrow gauge as being the cheapest 
and most practicable. 


FARMERS COMING. 


There is an active demand for real 
estate throughout the southern coast 
counties. In this county sales of val­ 
uable property are made every day. 
The owners of large tracts of rich land 
are cutting them up into small farms 
to meet the demands of the many who 
are coming here to settle. In San 
Bernardino county a like activity pre­ 
vails. The Argus of the 8th Inst, no­ 
tices the arrival of a number of farm 
seekers who to a man express them ­ 
selves delighted with the soil and cli­ 
mate. From Santa Barbara county 
we have similar reports, Each steam ­ 
er from San Francisco lands at W il­ 
mington 
a 
considerable 
party of 
immigrants in search of land and but 
the fewest number go away dissatis­ 
fied. This section of the State has at 
this time especial interest for many of 
the large farmers in the lower portion 
of the San Joaquin valley. The rage 
for large wheat farms is passing away 
and men are beginning to understand 
th at “a little farm well tilled” is pro­ 
ductive of more dollars and happiness 
than a thousand acres, which, though 
they are plowed and sowed each twelve 
months, only yield a crop of wheat 
once in three or four years. 


I f Mr. Scott does not build ten miles 
of railroad out of San Diego by the 
first of May next he will forfeit the 
charter of the Texas Pacific road. 
It 
is now within less than three weeks 
of the day mentioned and as there 
is no iron at San Diego, nor no pre­ 
parations being made for track laying 
it is quite evident the required sec­ 
tion of the road will not be built in 
tim e to save the charter. However, 
Congress may do for the company 
what a want of time seems to render 
impossible it may do for itself. 


S e n a t o r Farley no doubt feels that 
he lias as much to carry as even a 
large man can move under comfort­ 
ably, and he is therefore excusable for 
protesting against the chargo of an 
up-country paper that Irw in’s Freights 
and Fares bill was denied engross­ 
ment on his vote as President pro tern. 
Furley voted for the engrossment as 
Senator, but did not give a casting 
vote for the very good reason th at he 
could not under the rules. A tie vote 
on engrossment -defeats the proposi­ 
tion. 
The 
Lieutenant-Governor is 
not a Senator and he is the only per­ 
son who, when presiding, gives a cast­ 
ing vote in case of a tie in the Senate. 


I n v e s t i g a t i o n of General How­ 
ard’s administration, under which so 
much of the 
Freedman’s Bureau 
money was spirited away, is still going 
on. As the case opens it looks brighter 
for the General, and it seems probable 
he will come out with his individual 
skirts unsmirched. The fact, however, 
that large sums were squandered or 
stolen is so apparent that it cannot be 
covered up or denied. These crimes 
appear to be chargeable to the Gener­ 
al’s subordinates, and if an officer is 
not responsible for the shortcoming of 
those in his employ, Howard cannot 
be held for Freedman’s Bureau losses. 


T h e women of San Francisco have 
been moving slowly but surely in the 
work of organizing a crusade against 
King Alcohol. Yesterday they divid­ 
ed the city into fifteen districts and 
appointed committees to present the 
temperance pledge to every man and 
woman. The task of converting San 
Francisco to temperance principles is 
one to which the seven labors of Her­ 
cules were but child’s play; still the 
energy and perseverance of the many 
good women who are battling against 
the enemy that impoverishes them­ 
selves and their children may and 
doubtless will accomplish much. 


T h e H e r a l d pays particular atten­ 
tion to the agricultural interests of 
Los Angeles county and hopes to m a­ 
terially aid in the development of our 
farming and fruit growing resources. 
In order that we may do our work ad­ 
visedly and well, we request that peo­ 
ple in all parts of the county will send 
us items of interest relative to the soil 
and what it is capable of producing. 
Short communications of this charac­ 
ter will always be received with pleas­ 
ure and their contents promptly trans­ 
ferred to the columns of the H e r a l d . 


T iie San Francisco Alta has the bad 
taste to ridicule the farm er members 
of the Legislature. 
Against these 
gentlemen the grave charge is urged 
that they actually saved money out of 
their ten dollars per diem. This may 
be a crime, but the opinion is not en­ 
tertained by sensible people. When 
we have a few more such farmer legis­ 
lators perhaps the charge of selling 
votes will be less frequently made. 


T h e San Diego World labors under 
the impression that the people who 
leave that place return to their homes 
in the capacity of missionaries to 
stimulate the growth of that city. 
The World's childlike faith in the 
crop which shall grow from seed sown 
by 
these 
“missionaries” 
is only 
equalled by its fear that, as all good 
missionaries should, 
they will go 
abroad and speak the truth. *

A Man Commits Suicide with a Razor. 


About four o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon a Frenchman, named Martin 
Gnsse, committed suicide 
at the 
French hoarding-house on the corner 
of Alameda and Aliso streets. Boon 
after the occurrence a H e r a l d report­ 
er visited the place and entering by 
the hack way, up a pair of rickety 
steps, to a low narrow hall, found tiie 
victim of felo tie ne lying upon the 
floor. A razor at his side told the 
story. 
The spectacle was anything 
but inviting either for observer or 
reader, and we willingly draw a veil 
over the sickening details. Coroner 
Richardson was notified and at once 
proceeded to summon a jury and take 
evidence In tiie caso. The deceased 
had upon liis person one hundred and 
sixty dollars in gold, silver and notes, 
besides a certificate of deposit in tiie 
Farmers’ & Merchants Bank for one 
thousand dollars. We here give the 
evidence as elicited before the jury: 
Graclanna Haratsarenne, being du­ 
ly sworn, testified by interpreter as 
follows: “Deceased was named Martin 
Gasse; lie has been boarding in my 
house since the 7th of this month. 
About four o’clock this afternoon I 
went into tiie dining-room and saw 
blood trickling through the ceiling 
above and falling upon the table. In 
company with a man named Margel 
Narrias, I went up stairs to see where 
the blood came from and found de­ 
ceased lying upon the floor, witli his 
throat cut. 11c was not quite dead 
when I first saw him. 
A few minutes 
before this time the deceased passed 
through the bar-room and up stairs by 
the back May. 
I heard no noise up 
stairs previous to my discovery of the 
blood. I knew of no person being up 
stairs at the time except deceased. 
He has been drinking some for tiie 
past few days hut I did not see him 
drunk at any time. He has been very 
silent and moody, while hoarding 
with mo. Did not act as if crazy, hut 
was meiancholly in his manner. He 
M as peaceable so far as I know. 
Margel Narris being summoned, 
gave the following testimony by in­ 
terpreter: “I have known deceased 
for some five years. His name is 
Martin Gasse. lie lived in Ventura 
county, California, and was a single 
man so far as I know. I only know of 
his being here two or three days. 
Think he came last Monday. 
I went 
out of the house for a few moments 
this afternoon and when I returned 
saw blood dripping down upon the 
table from the celling above. Then 
went up stairs with Mrs. Haratsarenne 
and found deceased lying on the floor. 
Had heard no noise up stairs previous 
to this time. Do not know whether I 
could have heard a noise in the upper 
story or not. Deceased was usually 
talkative and lively in his manner, 
but. recently lias been downcast and 
gloomy. He liad enemies that 1 know 
of.* Was about thirty years of age, 
and a native of France. Has been in 
this country about six years. Has a 
brot or living in Ventura county, en­ 
gaged in sheep raising.” 
After hearing the evidence the Jury 
retired and concluded upon the follow­ 
ing verdict: 
We, the Jury, find the name of de­ 
ceased to be Martin Gasso, a native of 
France, aged 30 years, ami we believe 
that he came to his death by liis own 
hand, by cutting liis throat with a 
razor, on the 10th day of April, 1874, 
in the city of Los Angels, State of 
California.

A Rise in the World. 


We were not a little Interested in 
reading the other day an account 
taken from the Chicago Inter-Ocean 
of 
Senator 
Stewart’s magnificent 
dwelling house, located in the city of 
W ashington. The description of the 
mansion, or palace we should rather 
say, would read like an eastern story 
only for the fact that the reality passes 
anything dreamed of in the most gor­ 
geous imaginings of the most imagina­ 
tive Oriental poet who ever wrote. The 
truths about Senator Stewart’s W ash­ 
ington house are stranger and surpass 
all 
fiction 
told* about 
Aladdin’s 
wonderful lamp-built palace. All that 
the genius and skill of the Old World 
and the new can supply in the way of 
carving, tapestry, paintings, statuary, 
and general ornamentation; all that 
is useful as well as beautiful can be 
found in the W ashington palace built 
and owned by Senator Stewart. And 
the owner of that magnificence was 
twenty-three or four years ago a 
gawky-looking boy in Sacramento, 
whose necessity forced him (to use a 
California term) to “sling hash” in a 
canvass restaurant; who, afterward 
used for his livelihood, to “whack a 
bull team” up the long and difficult 
hills between Grass Valley and Marys­ 
ville; who thereafter practiced law in 
Nevada uiiy, Dowuieville auu in the 
State of Nevada. In all these pursuits 
and places he displayed a most re­ 
markable and restless energy, ever 
trying to get ahead in the world, al­ 
ways ambitious to advance. His law 
practice at the last named place gave 
him Aladdin’s lam p—“ Yes! ready 
money is Aladdin’s lamp!” — which 
enabled him to secure all that he 
wished. H e went to the United States 
Senate, and there took a leading posi­ 
tion by reason of his untiring indus­ 
try, backed by no mean ability. Be­ 
tween the time of his restaurant-wait­ 
ing and ox-driving days and his pres­ 
ent dignity, position and wealth, he 
has surpassed many men in the race 
for fortune who were with him at the 
first and who had the start of him in 
the m atters of opportunity, early cul­ 
ture and perhaps ability. His life, if 
it were written out in detail, would 
read like a novel, and one not without 
a moral. It would show that pluck, 
energy, steadfastness of purpose are 
the elements of character without 
which success cannot be achieved. 
Yet Bill Stewart’s life m ight not make 
a good Sunday School book.—[Grass 
Valley Union. 


Shooting at Lone Pine. 


From th e Inyo Independent, A pril 4. 
A curious sort of shooting affair 
came off in Lone Pine the other night. 
Jim Mottitt has a fine mule and from 
the movements of certain Mexicans 
he thought there would be a chance 
for him to loose that mule, unless he 
kept a close watch. Accordingly he 
f 
iut him In Coburn’s stable and made 
lis own bed in the same apartment. 
About midnight Jim was awakened 
by some one endeavoring to enter the 
door, and believing it to be some Vas- 
quez man after his mule, blazed away 
with his six-shooter, through the door, 
It so happed that Utterback, who had 
an interest in that stable and who just 
returned at that late hour with his 
team, was the man making the noise, 
and at whom Motfit fired. Tho ball 
grazed Utterback’s left arm. He was 
astonished, of course, and ran off to get 
help to assist him iu securing the 
bloody-minded robber he had corralled 
in his stable. The “bloody robber” in 
the mean time was congratulating 
himself that his mule was yet safe, 
thanks to his own sagacity and quick­ 
ness on the trigger, and that he had 
at least one robber corralled on the 
outside of the stable. Utterback got 
some neighbors and returned to the 
attack, but before any more shooting 
was done, the real state of affairs was 
made plain and things 
went 
on 
smoothly. 


How the Egyptians Do It. 


According to a letter of a correspond­ 
ent writing from Egypt, the Govern­ 
ment has a very simple method of get­ 
ting public work performed. The let­ 
ter says: “ Is a canal needed? An order 
is issued from Cairo, and one or two 
hundred men are drafted under the 
direction of a sheid. They are bound 
to provide themselves with hoes and 
baskets, fand with bread to last fifty 
days. In going up the Nile, by Dab- 
aubuah, we saw 
steamers 
towing 
barges loaded with at least 2,000 men, 
their taskmasters among them, run­ 
ning over their heads, and with long 
whips keeping them in order. 
In 
this way 30,000 are sometimes carried 
together to one district, many brought 
a distance of 330 miles. They are a 
fine, strong race of men. They work 
fourteen hours under a burning sun, 
with the thermometer 
UW in the 
shade. The number engaged on cer­ 
tain public works, under this compul­ 
sory labor system, reminds us that 
Egypt is tho land of the pyramids and 
the Pharoahs. 
Upon the canal from 
Assiout there are 30,000 of these men 
employed, and 80,000 are at work cut­ 
ting a new canal at the head of the 
Delta.” 


A Prominent Insurance Man Turns Out 
a Defaulter. 


From the S. F. Chronicle. 
Until within a few days no man in 
Sau Francisco connected with the in­ 
surance business was supposed to oc­ 
cupy a sounder or safer position than 
Robert H. Magill, Manager of the 
Phoenix Insurance Company of H art­ 
ford and several other Eastern and 
foreign companies. He has for years 
enjoyed the very highest reputation as 
an energetic and prudent business 
man of first-class ability and strict 
integrity. Though for some time past 
it has been a subject of remark among 
a few of his more intim ate acquaint­ 
ances that he was living on a scale far 
beyond his apparent means, it was 
not until the beginning of the week 
that it became known outside of in­ 
surance circles that he had been m ak­ 
ing use of the funds of the Phoenix In ­ 
surance Company for a considerable 
period, and was now in the position of 
a defaulter for a large amount. Magill 
has recently built a splendid residence 
at Alameda, which is'richly furnished 
and surrounded by fine grounds, with 
fish ponds, fountains, etc. This, to­ 
gether with his other property, he has 
turned over to the office, and his 
friends state that the proceeds will go 
far toward making good the deficiency 
in his accounts with the company. 
Meantime Magill has been removed 
from his position as manager, and his 
brother, Arthur E. Magill, appointed 
as his successor. 


Arrest of Praying Women. 


A dispatch from Portland, Oregon, 
dated the Kth instant says: A prayer 
platoon of sixteen women visited the 
VVebfoot Saloon this morning to en­ 
gage iu exercises on the sidewalk. 
The proprietor, W alter Moffitt, sound­ 
ed a whistle for the police. The Chief 
of Police ordered the women from the 
premises. 
They refused, and were 
placed under arrest on a charge of ob­ 
structing the sidewalk. Police Judge 
Denny dismissed the case, remarking 
that the Constitution of the United 
States aud the Constitution of Oregon 
gave every one the right to worship 
God according to the dictates of his 
conscience, and he presumed that the 
ladies thought they were performing 
a religious duty. The affair created 
quite a sensation. In the afternnon 
the praying platoon on duty was in­ 
creased in number. The saloons have 
not yet been closed by their efforts, 
but the women say they have made a 
deep impression on several saloon­ 
keepers. The women are very deter­ 
mined, and there are strong symptoms 
of aprotracted campaign. 


A Rich Mine. 


A dispatch dated Tucson, April 8th, 
has the following: Considerable ex­ 
citement exists throughout these dig­ 
gings, occasioned by a recent assay 
made at the Castle Dome Smelting 
Works of some ore taken from near 
the surfuce in the Sacton mine. The 
ore went $2,279 silver and 11J per cent 
copper to the ton. The vein is three 
aud a half feet in width on the surface 
and is mostly quartz. In the same 
claim, which is 1,500 feet in length 
and 600 feet in width, aud owned by 
Peter Forbach, of Sacton, and Colonel 
David Taylor, of Tucson, are two other 
large lodes of argentiferous galena, 
known as the Sacton and Grey Eagle 
lodes. The Sacton is nine feet wide on 
the surface and assays $242 silver and 
52 per cent lead to the ton. The Grey 
Eagle is ten feet wide on the surface 
and is about the same class of ore as 
the Sacton. This mine was discovered 
in the year 1873 and is located thirty 
miles south of Sactou Station, and 
twenty-five miles west of Picacho, in 
the Papago country. 


Portrait of Charles II. 


Hanging up in the office of the Sec­ 
retary of State in the State Capitol of 
Connecticut, in a frame made of the 
Charter Oak, is the venerable original 
charter of the colony of Connecticut, 
bearing the autograph of Charles II. 
Of it the Hartford Courant says: 
“it 
is in itself the most valuable, perhaps, 
of all the historical treasures of the 
State, being the genuine world-re­ 
nowned document which disappeared 
so mysteriously one evening about two 
centures ago, and made the Charter 
Oak forever famous. But, aside from 
its historical value, it has recently 
been discovered that the old charter 
possesses another value, aud one which 
can be more accurately computed in 
dollars and cents. On the left hand 
corner of the parchment there is a 
m iniature portrait of a somewhat 
haughty and locherous-looking indi­ 
vidual. The minature is of the King 
whose sign manual appears upon the 
same instrument. This has been pro­ 
nounced to be the work of Samuel 
Cooper, a celebrated miniature painter 
of the old Puritan time, who painted 
Cromwell, Milton, aud other promi­ 
nent Puritans, and after the restora­ 
tion became m iniature painter to the 
Court of Charles II.”
